Remarks have been fully considered but they are not persuasive because of the following: 

Regarding claim 1, the arguments appear to suggest that automatically obtaining and storing data associated with the telephone 
number in a contact database in a mobile communication device in response to a call event representing a voice call involving the mobile 
communication device without a manual user action. However, the claims only recite automatically obtaining and storing data associated 
with the telephone number in a contact database in a mobile communication device in response to a call event representing a voice call 
involving the mobile communication device. Enzmann combined with Miyashita teach this limitation. 

Regarding claim 1, the applicant argues on page 4, Miyashita discloses that the directory data is downloaded "in response to an 
operation by a user of the mobile device," i.e., not automatically. Examiner respectfully disagrees with this argument. The examiner did 
not rely upon Miyashita for the teaching of downloading directory data. The examiner relied upon Miyashita only for the teaching of 
storing the data in the contact database (page 2, paragraphs 0020, 0021) after Enzmann teaches that such data is retrieved according to 
the telephone number. Thus the examiner maintains the rejection of the claims in view of Enzmann and Miyashita. 

The applicant further argues on page 4, the Applicant finds no support in the prior art for that bare bones statement of motivation. 
Examiner respectfully disagrees with this argument. The examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by combining or 
modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so 
found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 
F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988) and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, Enzmann 
provides the suggestion for one of ordinary skill in the art will be able to make many variations modifications of the embodiments in light 
of the disclosure without departing from the spirit and scope of the invention as disclosed herein in col. 5, lines 56-61. 
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
